The school committee not only spoke out 
Tuesday against the vandalism wreaked 
upon Andover High School last week, but 
committeemen and student council rep- 
resentatives also took the first step towards 
controlling the problem. 

Maintaining that both the school and the 
community-at-large have a responsibility to 
address the incidence of vandalism, Com- 
mittee Chairman Richard Neal proposed 
the formation of a committee — to be 
comprised of such persons as schoo! com- 
mittee members, selectmen, police, town 
manager, high school principal and stu- 
dents — to examine the subjects of vandal- 
ism and prejudice in Andover 

Schoolmen voted 4-0 in favor of forming 
such a committee. Robert Smith was not 
present. 

Neal said the recent graffiti-vandalism, 
including some “apparent racial over- 
tones,” inflicted upon the high school was 
“very upsetting to me personally and as a 
member of the school committee.’’ He said 
it is unfortunate that such an act focuses 
attention upon the one or few who did it. 
Neal explained that the vast majority of 
Students are ‘‘in good measure” and fulfill 
their responsibilities 

Schoolman Donald Robb said, ‘‘We need a 
community reaction’’ to such vandalism 
He noted the problem exists at many town- 
owned buildings, not just the high school, 
and he added that while some of the vandals 
may be from outside of Andover, some are 
probably residents of this town

Selectmen Can Be 
The Woodsmen To 
Spare 13 Trees

Twelve healthy Norway Maple trees lin- 
ing Riverina Road (and one Butternut) 
could be cut down to make room for more 
powerful electric lines — if the selectmen 
decide to go along with a plan proposed by 
Massachusetts Electric Company. 

The trees, some of them 60 years old and 
24 inches in circumference, would interfere 
with a new 13,000-volt power line, according 
to electric company officials. More power 
will be needed to serve the new sewage 
pumping station, to be located across the 
Shawsheen River off Tantallon Road. 

The trees do not interfere with an existing 
4,000-volt line , 

During a public hearing on the proposal 
held by the Public Works department at the 
Lowell Street water treatment plant Tues- 
day night, a small group of Riverina Road 
residents said they were opposed to the 
plan. 

Philip Salamone of the Friends of 
Shawsheen Neighborhood Association 
called the proposal a ‘‘quick fix’’ solution to 
the problem of running a higher-voltage line 
along the river. 

“It seems to me that they should only do 
this (cut down the trees) if they absolutely 
have no other way,”’ Salamone said. ‘I’m 
confident that that’s not the case. We are 
Suggesting that the town take the lead in 
working with Mass. Electric to get the 
power line in there without effecting the 
trees. 

This is a very drastic solution — there 
are much more acceptable ways for the 
town and the village that could be explored 
in full.”’

Nancy Sullivan’s post-graduate leap into 
the ‘‘real world’’ took her someplace more 
adventurous than the corporate offices 
many of her peers opted for — to Camer- 
oon, on the west coast of Africa. 

Nancy, the daughter of Jeane Sullivan 
and the late Edmund Sullivan, Jr. of Rolling 
Ridge Road, is a two-year veteran of the 
Peace Corps who will serve another year in 
Africa before joining the American working 
world. 

She is prepared for a jolt of culture shock 
when that happens. Home for a short visit 
this month — home for the first time in two 
years — Nancy found it took her a week or 
two to readjust to life in Andover. Even a 
quick trip to the Burlington Mall with her 
mother was overwhelming: ‘‘I looked 
around and just said, please, take me 
home.”’ 

A pretty woman in jeans and a sweater, 
Nancy, 25, has a young face, curly brown 
hair and a serious manner. Sitting in her 
living room two days before her return to 
Africa, she speaks quietly and with under- 
statement of her Peace Corps experience. 
She picks up a small decorative box from 
the eoffee table and twists the lid on and off 
throughout the conversation. 

A 1975 graduate of Andover High, Nancy 
joined the Peace Corps as soon as she 
graduated from the University of Massa- 
chusetts at Amherst in June, 1980 (she had 
taken a year off from college to work in 
California). There were, she says, two in- 
fluences in her life that inspired her to join 
the Peace Corps: The first was an older 
brother, Edmund, who had served with the 
corp§ in Senegal. 

And the ‘‘real motivator’’ was the 
courses she took in rural economics while 
majoring in economics at UMass. In those 
classrooms she met “interesting professors 
who had all been abroad,”’ and made friends 
who had served in the Peace Corps. 

The experience began with three months 
of intensive training in French and pidgin 
English (Cameroon is a bilingual country 
with a variety of local dialects), as well as 
technical training. When Nancy arrived at 
her new home in the sprawling town of 
Kumba, she was ‘shocked’ and disap- 
pointed to find it not at all what she had 
expected 

Most new volunteers are sent to live in 
tiny, primitive villages in the bush country; 
Nancy’s brother had lived in the bush, ‘‘and 
[ thought that was the kind of experience I 
wanted.” 

But she had been assigned to work as 
technical advisor to a group of women’s 
marketing cooperatives in small villages 
fanning out from 10 to 65 kilometers from 
Kumba. She was given a ‘‘very nice’ three- 
bedroom house with running water and 
electricity in Kumba because the growing 
town of 60,000 is central to all those vil- 

lages 

She was also given a small motorcycle to 
take her out to the villages, and after her 
initial disappointment, ‘I learned to love 


Kumba. I can go out to the bush all I want, I 
can work with many different villages, but I 
have the advantages of living in a larger 
town.’ 

Cameroon is a hot, humid country where 


80 percent of the men are farmers. They 
labor over coffee and cocoa crops for ex- 
port, and live on plantations growing rub- 
ber, timber, palm nuts, bananas and other 
tropical fruits. 

Nancy describes Cameroon as a ‘‘middle- 
income”’ African nation far better off than 
many of its neighbors. With a diet of rice, 
tropical fruits and root vegetables, and 
meat or fish stews, the Cameroonians grow 
enough food to support themselves and ex- 
port to other countries. “I have never seen 
a starving child.” 

The women are responsible for raising 
their children and growing all the food their 
family eats. They also prepare the food, not 
an easy task since even the simplest dish 
can take two hours to prepare over a small 
fire stove. And they market products like 
palm oil to help pay their children’s school 
fees: education is not free. 

Nancy uses the ‘‘good business sense and 
common sense’ she learned in college to 


help the women run their marketing coop- ~ 


eratives. As technical advisor, her respon- 
sibilites range from education to 
management problem-solving to 
‘‘salesmanship.”’ 

The Cameroonian women rely on her for 
help with every aspect of running their 
cooperatives, every problem and special 
project — she may run cost estimates on 
buying a new truck, for instance, or find 
funding for a new cement market building 
to replace old wooden stalls. 

And in everything she does she is a teach- 
er. ‘In any project that I undertake, I 
explain the process of doing it,’’ Nancy 
says. “If it’s accounting, then I take the 
receipts and vouchers and show the women 
how to balance their monthly books, work- 
ing up to an annual account. It’s like teach- 
ing children because they've never been 
introduced to anything like this.” 

On a less technical level, every contact 
with the Cameroonians is a chance to teach 
them about nutrition or sanitation — ‘‘just 
through your social contact you're doing 
education, and that is most rewarding.” 

It is the ‘‘small successes’’ that are the 
most rewarding part of her work, Nancy 
says. ‘‘What keeps me happy is watching 
somebody balance the cash book for the 
first time — and knowing that after I leave, 
she can still balance it. 

“It's having a feeling that hopefully, by 
the end of three years, I'll have made a bit 
of difference in one individual’s life.”’ 

Her first year in Cameroon was difficult, 
Nancy admits. ‘‘I was out in the real world 
for the first time — and it’s very real.’ Her 
job is ‘‘flexible and unstructured’’, and she 
‘‘spent a lot of time alone, trying to figure 
things out.’’ She was often lonely, and she 
missed her family of two brothers and three 
sisters. Her father had recently died. 
‘Going through the holidays was very 
rough.” 

But the confusion eased as she gave shape 
to her job: ‘‘Once I got into my work, I took 
off with it. I love it. And I learned so 
much.” 

During her second year in the corps, 
Nancy researched and wrote applications 
for two grants. Both were approved. The 
first, from a Swiss association, will fund the

building of a new cement market building in 
Kumba; the second is a small community 
development grant from the U.S. embassy 
to aid the village cooperative in Mbonge. 

She will return for another year to see 
those projects completed. ‘It’s such a big 
responsibility, and if I left, I know some- 
thing would happen. I don’t think I’m indis- 
pensable, but if someone doesn’t follow 
things through to the T, things don’t get 
done,’ she explains — adding that it will 
also be her first chance to administer a 
budget. 

Nancy spends much of her free time with 
close friends she has made among the Cam- 
eroonians and the Swiss, Dutch, German 
and American volunteers serving in Kum- 
ba. ‘‘The most fun is being at a party and 
hearing ten different languages all at once 
— the volunteers’ languages, and the Cam- 
eroonians dialects, called ‘country talks’. 

‘We go out and dance, or sit and talk. We 
go swimming at the beaches or mountain- 
climbing. (Mt. Cameroon is the highest 
mountain in West Africa.) My Cameroonian 
friends take care of me — they send me 
food. There is no entertainment — no TV, 
no cinema, nothing — so you depend heavily 
on human relationships. ”’ 

The corps gives her a month’s vacation 
each year, but on her subsistence wages 
Nan¢gy can’t afford to travel throughout 
Africa. Instead, she has traveled all over 
Cameroon, from the very poor northern 
provinces through the northwest, with its 
New England-like climate, to the beaches 
in the south. ‘“‘The country is full of variety 
— the tribes, the languages.’ 

The separation from her family is still the 
hardest part of serving in the Peace Corps 
for Nancy. ‘Letters take a month to get 
through,” she says. ‘‘It’s hard because my 
real friends are my brothers and sisters.”’ 

And she has been discouraged by repeat- 
ed thefts from her home, where she lives 
alone — her motorcycle and several cas- 
sette radios have been taken. ‘Because I’m 
white and I live in the town, they think I’m a 
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‘rich white man.’ But by the fifth time I was 
robbed, it was frustrating. I felt, don’t they 
understand that I’m here to help? Now I’m 
living very simply, with no extras.” 

Nancy’s plans for her future beyond the 
Peace Corps are uncertain — “that’s the 
biggest question” — and she plans to use 
the next year to sort through her options. 

But she is certain of what she,has gained 
by spending the past two years of her life in 
a country far from home. ‘‘I’ve grown up a 
lot,’ she says: “I came from a family in 
Andover where I pretty much had anything 
I wanted, to this country...’’ She pauses. 
‘‘No one realizes the struggle some people 
have to go through just to go through life. 
They struggle just to get through the day, to 
get the food, to care for the children...”’ 

‘I’ve learned to deal with people, all 
different kinds, and I’ve learned to look a 
bit more objectively at things. As a Peace 
Corps volunteer, a college graduate, I went 
into the cooperatives where they thought I 
had all the answers. It’s very difficult to 
meet those expectations — but I got used to 
the idea, and now I find it challenging. It’s 
made me develop as a person, to see what I 
can do.”’ 

Is she glad she made this choice two 
years ago? ‘‘Yes, oh yes,’’ Nancy Sullivan 
says softly. It was a decision that has 
changed her and changed her life. 

‘I know it sounds trite, but I know who I 
am, as an individual, and I’m a lot stronger. 
It’s such a broadening experience. It’s too 
much of an overwhelming experience not to 
change you —you can’t help but change.”

Now that the voters of Massachusetts have answered Ques- 
tion 4, the beverage container deposit law referendum ques- 
tion, with a decisive ‘‘Yes,’’ what will happen to Andover’s 
glass recycling program? 

With beer and soft drink bottles largely gone from the 
every-other-weekly glass collection, will there be enough left 
to make pickups worthwhile? 

The members of Andover Recycling answere this question 
also with a decisive ‘“‘Yes,’’ reminding local residents that 
thousands of glass jars, jugs and bottles containing everything 
from applesauce to zinfandel are till being emptied and 


Bottle Bill for several reasons, one of which was that deposit 
legislation has been known to change people’s throwaway 
habits. While saving returnables, some people are more likely 
to save recyclables. Recycling operations of all kinds could 
get a boost from container legislation’s behavior modifying 
effect. Of course, the real light in which a container return 
system should be seen is in that of the total solid waste 
disposal picture. If as much tonnage as possible can be 
subtracted by container returns and recycling operations 
from the town’s total trash, disposal costs can be kept to a 
minimum

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Walter V. Demers, Sr.., 
Prominent Businessman 


Walter V. Demers, Sr. 


Walter V. Demers, Sr., of 10 Robandy 
Road, Andover, a prominent area business- 
man for six decades, died Nov. 6 at Law- 
rence General Hospital. He was 80. 

Born in Lawrence, Mr. Demers attended 
Lawrence schools. A lifelong resident of the 
area, he was treasurer of the Lawrence 
Plate Glass Company, and was instrumen- 
tal in leading the city of Lawrence in a new 
direction when the textile industry began to 
fade during the ‘50s. 

Mr. Degners became the proprietor of the 
glass company, which had belonged to his 
brother, in 1920, at the age of 18. The firm 
continued to grow during the Depression 
years, as he added new products to the 
company’s line. In 1941, he built a new plant 
on the former Atlantic Avenue, joining Ca- 
nal Street and Methuen Street. As the busi- 
ness continued to thrive over the years, he 
eventually expanded into Haverhill, Lowell, 
Manchester and Nashua, N.H., and Lewis- 
ton, Me. 

He was president of the Lawrence Cham- 
ber of Commerce when the textile industry 
began to abandon the citv in the early ’50s. 
Mr. Demers thus began to devote himself to 
community work, trying to keep down the 
city’s unemployment rate. He purchased 
the former Arlington Mills building, along 
with a group of 25 businessmen, and headed 
efforts to sell and lease space in the mill. 
Within two years, employment climbed 
from 250 to 4,000 in the building. 

Mr. Demers also led the drive to build 
Bon Secours Hospital of Methuen, and he 
created the hospital’s Men’s Guild as well, 
with its aim to help support the hospital. 
Among many other important contributions 
to the community, he was an active sup- 
porter and devoted much of his time to 
Merrimack College, which was to award 
him a doctorate in commercial science; the 
Lawrence Boys Club; the Greater Law- 
rence Business Development Corporation; 
the United Fund; St. Ann’s Home (the for- 
mer St. Ann’s Orphanage); Sacred Heart 
School; and the former Merrimack Cooper- 
ative Bank. He was a director of that bank, 
managing mortgage investments. 

Mr. Demers was also instrumental in the 
creation of Andover’s Lanam Club on North 
Main Street, developing the idea of forming 
a men’s club at the property. 


He also belonged to the Lawrence YMCA, 
and Lawrence Lodge 65, Benevolent and 
Protective Order of Elks. 

Among the many honors bestowed on Mr. 
Demers throughout his career, the Greater 
Lawrence Junior Chamber of Commerce 
awarded him the first Ralph B. Wilkinson 
Award as the area’s outstanding citizen in 
1954. Governor Christian Herter presented 
him the award. 

He leaves his wife of 55 years, the former 
Margaret V. Hegarty, originally from Me- 
thuen; one son, Walter V. Demers, Jr. of 
North Andover, who is associated with his 
father’s business; one daughter, Joyce 
(Mrs. Robert V.) Phinney of Andover; 
three brothers, Rene J. of West Andover, 
Laurence O. of Nashua, N.H., and Leo of 
Lawrence; one sister, Beatrice (Mrs. Wal- 
ter) Fitzpatrick of Lawrence; two grand- 
children and eight grandchildren.

This year’s funding for after-school stu- 
dent activities, such as band and sports, 
have been “severely hit’’ with budget cuts,

about it, according to Schools Superinten- 
dent Dr. Kenneth Seifert. 

» The athletic budget, for example, taking 
into consideration projected costs and in- 
come, will end up some $4,500 in the red, 
according to Athletic Director Richard 
Swift. 

Only athletic salaries were funded by the 
school committee this year, leaving ex- 
penses, including such things as supplies, 
materials, transportation, officials, medi- 
cal and game expenses, to be made up by 
‘‘income.’’ This means gate receipts for 
football and basketball games. 

It also means user fees, and in upcoming 


weeks, probably student-run fundraisers, 


says Swift.

opposed in principle by the schogl adminis- 
tration. 

Student athletes pay a $20 user fee per 
sport. The maximum per student is $35, 
with a $50 maximum per family. Band 

#members also pay a fee. Only one other 
Merrimack Valley school, Chelmsford, has 
user fees ($25 per sport), says Swift. 

“I don’t care for the concept at all,”’ 
explains the athletic director, who believes 
if athletics are an integral part of the edu- 
cational program, they should be funded as 
other subjects are. 

He points out that some parents may feel 
shortchanged if their son or daughter must 
pay a user fee and then ends up sitting the 
bench in a particular sport. 

“That can be raised,’’ and ‘‘a little of it, 
not much,”’ already has, Swift says, noting 
that most people, however, seem satisfied 
with the fairness of team activity. 

Some concern has been raised over how 
athletic user fees are utilized. The fees 
from each sport are used towards the gen-

eral atiiletic'ffogram, not for the individual 
sports from.which they come. Some sports 
don’t .need.as much money to operate as 
others, and have fewer participants. 

Swift points.out that if fees were col- 
lected for individual sports, and if a student 
plays more than one sport (meaning only 
$35 is collected from the student), then one 
or two of the sports he plays will be short- 
changed under the $20 per sport rule. 

The athletic director notes plans are in 
the works for students and athletes to sell a 
variety of holiday cheeses to help out with 
the money crunch in the sports budget. 

Seifert maintains the idea of having user 
fees and fundraisers to support school pro- 
grams, such as athletics, is ‘‘inappro- 
priate.’’ The superintendent says if a public 
schoo! program is worthwhile, then public 
funds should pay for it, although he does 
feel if a student earns money to help pay for 
a program he will be personally involved 
with, that student will have a better feeling 
of ‘‘self-reliance’’ and “‘paying your dues.”’

Seifert’s educational philosophy isetudes : 
the eoncept that students should pay ba@k.- 
the community for the education they_re- 
ceive by participating in community or 
school service. He thinks it should be as 
diploma requirement. 

“It would develop a greater sense .of 
community’. and give students a better 
feeling about themselves, according to Sei- 
fert, who believes an education pursued in 
the traditional sense teaches students to be 
“‘selfish,”’ as pupils ask themselves what 
the school can provide to them. Seifert’s 
idea is a ‘‘take a little’ and “‘givea little’ 
concept. 

But the superintendent does not believe in 
user fees, or in students collecting money 
on a corner. Raising money by working, 
such as shoveling sidewalks, is more accep- 
table, he says. 

The superintendent adds that Andover is 
“extremely fortunate’ to have ‘‘high cali- 
ber’’ persons coaching teams and directing 
the music program. 


Shawsheen Building Undergoing 
Renovation For Offices 
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Hardy Brush building undergoing renovatien 
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An Andover builder is renovating two | 
vintage Shawsheen Village buildings and 
one younger building into new office space, 
to be called ‘‘Village Commons Center.” 

Developer Augustine Sheehy of Dundee 
Park bought the former Hardy Brush build- 
ing, the original Shawsheen Dairy (more 
recently the Yankee Milk bfiilding), and a 
small office building last summer. The 
three brick buildings are located in a clus- 
ter on Haverhill Street, and total nearly 40,- 
000 square feet. 

The smallest building is only eight years 
old, but the other two are as old as 
Shawsheen Village itself, Sheehy noted — 
about 60 years. The property is zoned for 
Industrial-A use. 

Sheehy said current work on the buildings 
will ‘’bring them back to their original 
condition.’’ The buildings have been washed 
and cleaned, and given new windows, roofs, 
and heating and air conditioning systems. 
The area around the small office building 
has been landscaped and hot-topped. Reno- 


vations are expected to cost $2.3 million, he 
indicated. 


The developer is not certain how many. 
tenants will be housed in the new offices, 
but he has discussed the property with 12 to 
20 potential tenants, he said. 

Sheehy estimated that the three and one- 
half story Hardy Brush building could house 
three to five tenants, and that each of the 
other two-story buildings could house one 
tenant. 


One tenant is scheduled to move into the 
former dairy building on Jan. 1, occupying 
the whole building, he added. 


Until Sheehy purchased the building, the 
Hardy Brush building was occupied by the 
brush company, a waterbed manufacturer, 
a machine shop and a rug retailer. Yankee 
Milk personnel are still occupying the dairy 
building.

They will also be asked to rank in order of 
importance five ‘‘areas of concern’’ that 
need éither immediate or ‘‘long-term atten- 
tion’’: police service, fire service, ambu- 
lance service, health services, and waste 
disposal. 

What areas should the town spend its 
time and money trying to change or im- 
prove? Respondants will rank, in order of 
importance, the town’s zoning bylaws, sew- 
er plan, water plan, drainage plan and open 
space plan. They may also offer ‘‘specific

recommendations or suggestions’’ on those 
areas. 

What type of development should the 
town encourage? Townspeople will be 
asked to rank seven categories, including 
single-family dwellings, multi-family 
dwellings, elderly housing, low to moder- 
ate-income housing, high tech industry, 
central business district expansion, or ‘‘oth- 
er private businesses and services.” 

The next question asks respondant’ to 
rank the areas ‘‘most in need of change or 
improvement,’’ choosing from high school, 
junior high or grammar school programs; 
and youth recreational, elderly recre- 
ational, cultural and entertainment oppor- 
tunities. 

Where is improvement most needed — in 
public transportation, public communica- 
tions, emergency communications, state 


and federal highways, or town roads? Re- 
spondants may rank those answers in order 
or importance and offer additional recom- 
mendations or suggestions. 


The final question asks residents to rank 
the areas where ‘‘town government should 
emphasize and encourage activity’’: con- 
struction of new town facilities, purchase of 
new equipment for the town, reuse of town 
facilities instead of new construction, and 
private redevelopment efforts. 


Respondants will also be asked to indi- 
cate their age and sex, how long they have 
lived in town, and whether they have any 
children in the Andover school system. 

And the survey invites interested resi- 
dents to ‘‘participate more fully’’ in the 
comprehensive planning process by con- 
tacting Curran at Town Hall. 


The Independent Voter Holds 
The Key In Andover Elections

After all the conjecture and pollsters’ 
predictions, the final numbers always tell 
the real story in an election. 

Andover voters chose Michael Dukakis, a 
Democrat, for governor, and Ray Shamie, a 
Republican, over Edward Kennedy for U.S. 
Senate on Nov. 2. 

The importance of party affiliation may 
be dwindling. 

More and more people in Andover are 
enrolling themselves as independents, 
according to Town Clerk Elden Salter, and 
the independents constitute the biggest po- 
litical force in town, outnumbering Demo- 
crats, who, it also important to note, 
outnumber Republicans. 

‘They don’t want to be tied down to one 
philosophy,” explained Salter, who said 
people today may be ‘“‘voting the man”’ 
rather than the straight Democrat or Re- 
publican party line as in days past. 

Since the September primary, 2,034 cards 
from citizens wishing to change their party 
affiliation have been received by the town 
clerk’s office, and that process hasn't 
‘fully taken place yet,’’ Salter said. Of the 
2,034 cards received thus far, a total of 1,941 
request a change back to the independent 
status, since voters are forced to vote ei- 
ther Democrat or Republican in the prima- 
ry. 

Before Sept. 2, Andover had 5,423 regis- 
tered Democrats, 3,644 Republicans and 6,- 
776 independents 

Here are a few more reflections: 

While independent voters exercise the 
right to ‘‘split the ticket’’ on election day, 
some registered Democrats and Republi- 
cans play out a strategy on primary day 
They vote for a candidate in the other party 
hoping to help nominate a weak opponent to 
face the candidate they will really support 
in the general election, according to Salter. 

In Andover, he said, many more Republi- 
cans crossed over and voted for a Democrat 
in the primary. This might have been in-

fluenced by the seven-way Democratic race 
for 17th Essex state representative, or per- 
haps the governor’s race between Edward 
King and Dukakis. 
The primary vote is difficult to interpret. 
And more difficult to administer, accord- 
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ing to Salter. 

It’s like having ‘‘two elections within 
one,”’ he said, with the separate Democrat 
and Republican races. 

Here’s a reminder: 

If you haven’t changed your party affilia- 


tion after the primary, and wish to do so, 
don’t wait until the 1984 presidential prima- 
ry day. It’s too late to change it then, and 
you may be reluctantly counted as a regis- 
tered Democrat or Republican and not be 
able to vote for the person you want.

Elm Square Project Underway 


Ever unpredictable, the Elm Square re- 
construction project has taken another un- 
expected turn, thanks to the unseasonably 
good weather we've been enjoying — and 
the project may even be finished by the end 
of the year. 

Public Works Director Robert McQuade 
said tkis week that since the good weather 
has held and new traffic lights may be 
delivered sooner than expected, the con- 
tractor has decided to go ahead and start 
digging up the square. 

Last month, Town Manager Kenneth Ma- 
hony said the contractor, Reynolds Broth- 
ers of Canton, would not tear up the street 
until next spring, when the project is sched- 
uled for completion, in part due to an antic- 
pated delay in obtaining new traffic lights. 


Recertified 


The American Board of Pediatrics an- 
nounces that Dr. Carl F. Rosenbloom has 
met the requirements for recertification in 
general comprehensive pediatrics. Recerti- 
fication in pediatrics is a voluntary pro- 
gram of periodic examination on 
information related to evaluating and ma- 
naging problems affecting children and 
their families. 

The American Board of Pediatrics, the 
national organization responsible for certi- 
fication of physicians in pediatrics, has 
certified more than 28,000 pediatricians 
since jt was founded in 1933. More than 600 
pediatricians have been recertified since 
the program began in 1980. Pediatricians 
serve as physicians and advocates for in- 
fants, children and adolescents. They are 
trained to provide primary care for acute 
and chronic illness, to supervise and en- 
courage helath, growth and development 
and to act as consultants to family practi- 
tioners and others involved in the care of 
patients in the pediatric population. 

Dr. Rosenbloom was first certified by the 
board following a period of graduate train- 
ing in pediatrics and the successful comple- 
tion of the board’s certification process 


Reynolds Brothers began work on the 
project early last month, taking care of 
preliminary tasks, like laying the under- 
ground duct work, that were largely imper- 
ceptible. 

But with continuing good weather and the 
possibility that the traffic lights may arrive 
soon, the contractor has forged ahead —and 
may in fact finish the project this season, 
McQuade indicated. 

Tuesday the contractor was laying curb- 
ing for new sidewalks in front of the Mus- 
grove building and the police traffic booth 
in the square; that work could be finished 
by next Week, the director said. 

If the dry weather stays with us long 
enough, the contractor may have time to 
change the traffic patterns in the square as 
planned, he added. Reynolds will close up 
its excavation as soon as the weather turns, 
he explained. 

The work should not effect holiday shop- 
ping downtown, McQuade said, because the 
area will remain ‘‘passable’’ throughout the 
project 

The reconstruction project, several years 
in the planning, calls for redirecting traffic 
flow through the square and resurfacing the 
roadway in the square only. New landscap- 
ing to beautify the square will be done next 
spring. 

Funding for the project comes from both 
the state and federal governments, with 
Andover picking up the tab for the engi- 
neering plans.

Nardone, who acted as a broker for the 
buyers as well as playing an active role in 
the sale, will serve as exclusive agent to 
market the new condos 


The agent declined to disclose the sale 
price for the three-story building. Financ- 
ing was arranged through the Bank of New 
England 

The new owners will renovate the interior 
into 12 to 16 office condominiums, Nardone 
said, remodeling each office to the new 
owner’s specifications. He said several po- 
tential buyers have already contacted him. 

Parking at the site should be adequate for 
the new tenants, he added, with approxi- 
mately 50 spaces now available in a lot

Some schoolmen and administrators won- 
dered if students should participate in some 
community service activity to warrant an 
early release from classes for seniors at the 
end of the school year.

Here are highlights of the school commit- 
tee meeting: 

EARLY RELEASE FROM CLASSES: 

Chairman Richard Neal questioned 
whether students might come to expect the 
10-day eariy release. He reasoned that high- 
percentage school attendance is a student 
responsibility to begin with, and wondered 
if seniors could do something for the com- 
munity to show they deserved to be re- 
leased early 

Schools Superintendent Kenneth Seifert 
also asked if good school attendance should 
be rewarded in such a way. 

Schoolman Donald Robb added that the 
concept means that if a student does noth- 
ing wrong, then he should get released from 
classes early. ‘‘There’s nothing positive 
there that the student is doing...,”’ he ex- 
plained. 

The student councilmaintained to the 
committee that early release is not a re- 
ward for anything but an incentive that 
helps solve problems at the school, such as 
student skipdays and beach days. It was 
also noted that seniors can use the early

Board Eyes Tighter 
Rein On Cluster 
Developments 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


With cluster developments now abound 
ing in Andover, the Planning Board has 
decided to hold a tighter rein on that type of 
subdivision, the Community Development 
and Planning director said yesterday 

That decision was precipitated by one of 
three proposals for cluster developments 
now on the planners’ docket, director Jona- 
than Gilmore explained. 

With a special permit to cluster from the 
planning board, a developer can build 
smaller house lots than zoning laws allow, 
getting more houses on a site, as long as a 
certain percentage of the total site is left as 
permanent open space. That open space is 
usually deeded to the town’s Conservation 
Commission. 

This week, the planners decided they are 
going to ‘‘become a little bit more firm in 
their use of this bylaw provision,’’ Gilmore 
said. The cluster bylaw states that the plan- 
ners may approve cluster developments 
only if a cluster would ‘‘make more effi- 
cient’’ the provision of health, safety and 
other protective services in the subdivision, 


‘without detracting from the character of 
the neighborhood.”’ 

From now on, the director indicated, the 
planners will ask developers to show how 
their proposed plans would make those 
services more efficient, and ‘‘enhance the 
neighborhood”’ as well. 

Simply offering to leave several acres of 
open space — much of it, in many cases 
unusable wetlands — will no longer earn a 
developer a permit to cluster, he said 

Their concern over one of three cluster 
proposals now before them prompted the 
planners’ decision, Gilmore explained 
Plans for Sherborne Park, to be located 
between Gray and Salem streets, would 
leave the town seven or eight acres of open 
space. 

But much of that land is wet, he said — 
and the new subdivision would be located 
near large open areas already under town 
or A.V.1.S. control. The planners therefore 
asked, what would the town gain by allow-

The vandalism inflicted on Andover High School a week ago 
was, of course, deplorable. 

The windows, facing and walks around the school were spray- 
painted and wording suggestive of racial slurs splashed around 
the building. Whether intended or not, the actions tarnished the 
image of the youthful school population, even though it was the 
work of only one or a very few people. 

But, out of the stupid and damaging incident has come a most 
encouraging sign regarding the Andover High School student 
population - - - a determination to get to the root of the problem 
and take steps to prevent a recurrence of such action. 

Since the incident greeted the students and faculty a week ago 
Monday morning, there has been a spirit of cooperation among 
the student body working with both school and law enforcement 
authorities to produce leads to those who may be responsible. 

Too, the students have come up with some plans to prevent 
such activity in the future and appeared before the school 
committee Tuesday night to discuss the matter and make some 
suggestions. 

Such activity is a good omen for Andover. 


Fostering An image 


When people take such an interest in their community at an 
early age, then a town can be assured of a future headed in the 
proper direction. 

Too often such incidents are deplored briefly by young people, 
then left to adults to resolve. 

It is, after all, easier to leave such things to older people while 
the young resolve to enjoy life to the fullest. 

Andover High youngsters these past two weeks have taken the 
alternative tack and sought to assist in improving the image of 
their school and the community. There is evidence of attempting 
to weed out those who would cause problems or tarnish a 
community’s good reputation built up over a period of time and 
too easily torn down through the deplorable actions of a few a 
week ago Saturday night. 

By their actions Andover High students are fostering an image 
of which the town can be proud. 

We remain hopeful that through their efforts in working with 
the police and school authorities, those responsible for the 
damage will be apprehended and bring a successful conclusion to 
the case. 


Walter V. Demers, Sr., who died this past Saturday was a 
community leader in every sense of the word. 

An Andover resident the greater part of his life, in the 
process of building a succesful business, he found the time 
to contribute his talents to the Greater Lawrence commu- 
nity as well. 

He devoted considerable time and effort to the devel- 
opment of Bon Secours Hospital and was a founder of the 

. hospital’s Men’s Guild which assists in its support. 

During a time when the textile industry was leaving the 
area, thus depriving Greater Lawrence of its principal 
economic base, Mr. Demers was a part of a group which 
redeveloped the area through acquisition of mill buildings 
offering space to diversified industries, stemming crippling 


unemployment. 


As a concerned citizen he assisted in the development of 
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the Lawrence Boys’ Club and the United Fund, an agency 
devoted to assisting in providing human services in the 
area. 

Active in the development of Merrimack College, he was 
the recipient of an honorary degree from that institution in 
appreciation of his efforts in the continued development of 
the higher education facility. 

While such activity is evidence of a busy life, Mr. Demers 
was never so preoccupied that his smile and a gentle hand 
was an assuring greeting to all with whom he came in 
contact. x 

Though all of this reflects an active life of quiet accom- 
plishment, his concerns were always centered around a 
devotion to his family. 
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For them and for us all, Mr. Demers left a legacy of good 


works by a gentle man.

President Hoover ran better than two to one 
over Roosevelt. 

Mrs. Edison went out for Hoover, but the 
electric lights went out for Roosevelt last 
Friday night. During the speech broadcast 
by the New York governor from the Acade- 
my of Music in Long Island, a short circuit 
near Fitchburg caused interruption of dis- 
tribution from the Tewksbury plant of the 
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New England Power association. Many of 
the communities in this part of the state 
were plunged into darkness, and radios 
were rendered useless for a few minutes. 

Because Friday, Armistice Day, is a 
state holiday, there Will be only one mail 
delivery, which will include all letters, ru- 
ral service and parcel poSt delivery. The 
stamp window will be open from 8 a.m.

The 26th annual Punchard high-Methuen 
high football classic will take place on the 
local playstead gridiron Friday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock. Punchard is again the favorite 
to win, their record of six consecutive wins 
over Methuen the past few years giving 
them a victory complex. 


25 Years Ago — November 1957

Vandalism Shocking

following as a journalism class assignment. 


Once again, but to a more shocking degree, van- 
dalism has pounced on Andover High School. Slan- 
derous, and most of all, racial remarks were spray- 
painted in ‘‘ugly-to-the-eye”’ green along the second 
floor windows and across the front doors. Who was 
the culprit? There are probably only a few who 
truly know, but of those people who will take se- 
rious action against this social disease, no one 
knows. 

The big question placed upon the faculty, school 
board and students is ‘WHY?’ and “HOW CAN 
VANDALISM BE STOPPED?”’ before there is se- 
rious trouble. 

The fact that the slander was directed at a mi- 
nority group is very shocking. Racial violence is 
usually contained in the city and it is very rare that 
open racial demonstration is found in a small, 
somewhat quiet town such as Andover. It is tremen- 
dously mind boggling as to what was in the mind of 
the person or persons who caused this matter to 
arise. 

“It is terrible that people could do such a thing,”’ 
said Steve Johnson, a student at Andover High 
School. ‘‘I don’t understand why someone would do 
it for any reason.”’ Steve also said that he doesn’t 
know how it could be stopped. “Seminars would 
help, but they wouldn’t bring the culprits in.” 

Foreign Language teacher Gerald Desjardins 
said, ‘‘We are not sure who did it. We are not even 
sure that it was students from Andover High, but 
there a few, maybe one or two, who do know and 
they are not helping the situation any by keeping it 
a secret. To stop the growth of this infection, the 
students should make it difficult for these cancer- 
ous happenings to continue before they snowball.”’ I 
asked him, ‘‘How?’’ He said, “By turning in the 
culprits.” ' 

It is evident that almost everyone has reacted in 
someway to what has happened. It is also very 
evident that everyone will be affected by it one way 
or another; memories of happenings such as this 
leave scars to be remembered for an indefinite 
period of time. 

“It made my stomach turn,”’ said Foreign Lan- 
guage teacher Mrs. Sheila Zappala. “‘It is a very 
depressing situation. I can’t imagine anyone put- 
ting the time and effort into an act like this. No one 
really knows why, this is not a racist community. 
I'd like to think that it is only one or two people 
involved and not a general climate. I know that 99 
percent of the students at this school wouldn’t do 
such a thing.” I asked her about how she thought 
the problem could be stopped. ‘‘It is a difficult task. 
I think the administration should be firm. All at- 
tempts should be made to find the person or persons 
involved and have him pay all finances used to 
remove the slander,”’ she continued. ‘‘Things like 
this ruin the reputation of the town, the school 
system, the townspeople and especially the youth of 
Andover.’ 

I talked to Patrolman Phil Froburg who was on 
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visible when dry but 
which stands out in 
brown when the paper is 
warmed. 
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patrol Saturday night, Nov. 6, when the vandalism 
took place. I asked him about why there wasn’t any 
patrol at Andover High when the incident took 
place. ‘‘If the kids see a car go through they figure 
it'll be at least another half hour before another will 
do the rounds. The patrol will only catch a few 
offenses a night.’’ He continued, ‘‘A cruiser spotted 
the damage at 12:30 on Sunday morning.”’ A routine 
investigation is now under way with follow up to 
any leads that might come about. The initial inves- 
tigation was taken up by Andover police officer, 
Kevin Burke and Jack Milne. 

“Malicious damage to public property carries a 
two to two-and-a-half jail sentence plus fnes,”’ said 
Froburg, ‘“‘but the punishment could be as minimal 
as a fine and a bill at double or triple the amount 
necessary to remove the slander.”’ 

When Andover High School Principal Mary Jen- 
nings, arrived at the school Monday morning, she 
said, ‘I was at first very disappointed and then I 
was angry. I knew by 7:45 that I had to make a 
decision on how I should bring the issue into the 
open. The Monday morning homeroom was extend- 
ed because I knew if I was upset, everyone would 
be. I had to give the students time to discuss it.”’ 

I asked her if she had been exposed to anything of 
this sort before. She said, ‘In Cambridge about 
three years ago a student was stabbed. The student 
who was stabbed was black. The student who did 
the stabbing was white and because of this, it was 
reacted to as a racial incident no matter what the 
motive was. The effect was as a school we had to 
examine our attitude on prejudice and racism in the 
school and we may have to do this at Andover High 
School.”’ 

On the issue of a way to stop or control the 
problem, she said, ‘‘If the person who did the act is 
a racist, it is very hard to change his or her mind.” 
She said that we, as a school and community, must 
let that person know that it will not be tolerated in 
Andover High School. 

What is to be done about the situation? ‘‘In every 
curriculum we must help students learn that there 
is a place for all groups. But, in this school it is 
difficult because students often do not think about 
their feelings about minorities because they do not 
interact with them every day of their lives.”’ In 
Andover High there are 1,274 students. Out of those 
only 25 are of a minority group. 

I asked her if there are any plans for talks or 
seminars about the issue. ‘‘I have no definite plans 
as of yet. I will, though, talk with the teachers. but, 
this cannot be talked about as a one-time thing. We 
must talk about it as a school issue and how to 
present it in the future. At this point, it is not a 
crisis. We must exercise our attitudes very careful- 
ly, not as a ‘‘quick patch’’ job. We must discuss as 
to how far the school should go when happenings 
like this occur. If it is a problem or not, there is 
surely a self-examination needed.”’ 

In closing, I'd like to state that this is our respon- 
sibility, the town’s and especially the student body 
at Andover High School. It think it is a shame that 
this has happened. If the guilty party does not state 
some sort of an apologetic message, I would like to 
apologize for all of us for having this sort of racial 
slander come about in our society today.

WASHINGTON -- Presi- 
dent Reagan said recently 
that there won’t be another 
tax increase while he’s pres- 
ident unless there is a coup. 
Don’t bank on it: There is a 
very good chance your taxes 
will go up next year. 

In fact, our sources say 
that a new tax increase will 
have to come next year. The 
projected budget deficits 
will make it necessary. 

What’s happened is that 
the president’s economists 
have taken a look at the 
expected gap between reve- 
nues and expenditures, and 
what they have seen has 
alarmed them. The adminis- 
tration’s budget-cutters are 
beginning to realize that 
there is less and less so- 
called “fat” in the federal 
budget. 

In other words, there isn’t 
much left for them to cut 
out of the government’s 
expenditures -- except for 
the Defense Department 
budget, which Reagan 
regards as sacred. 

At the same time, howev- 
er, the economy is showing 
few signs of early recovery. 
Unemployment just hit a 
new high since the Great 
Depression. This means 
there is less coming into the 
Treasury. 

But the government does 
have a way to make ends 
meet: It can increase its 
income by raising taxes. 
And that is what the Reagan 
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Tax hike is probable -- 
although Reagan won't like it 


administration is going to 
have to do, like it or not. 
Even after the elections, 
raising taxes isn’t going to 
be an easy thing for the 
administration’s economists 
to push through. Our sources 
say the White House will 
resist a tax increase right 


_ down the line. 


But they may not have 
much choice. The last tax 


‘bill plugged some loopholes 


and tightened up on compli- 
ance. That helped, but it 
didn’t solve the problem. 

So a tax on energy -- oil 
and gas -- is under consider- 
ation. Another possibility is 
tightening tax deductions for 
individuals. And if all else 
fails, we're told, the admin- 
istration will consider 
sweeping tax reforms. They 
may even try the flat tax 
rate or a value-added tax. 

But one thing you can 
count on: No matter how 
much President Reagan 
may kick and scream, your 
taxes are probably going to 
go “B again next year.

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Traffic Survey 


Dascomb-Road Busiest In Vale; 
Clark Road Has Heavy Trucking 


A one-day traffic count of four roads in 

Ballardvale shows that heavy truck traffic 
- makes up less than 5.5 percent of total 
traffic on those streets. ; 

It also reveals Dascomb Road, west of 
Clark Road and east of Lovejoy Road, as 
the busiest of those roadways. Public 
Works employees counted nearly 6,000 vehi- 
cles traveling there during a recent 12-hour 
period. 

Clark Road, however, had the highest 
percentage of truck traffic at 5.5 percent. 

At the selectmen’s request, Town Man- 
ager Kenneth Mahony recently ordered tra- 
ffic counts on Dascomb, Clark Road, 
Lovejoy Road and Andover Street to be 
taken between 6 a.m. and 6 p.m. 

The survey distinguished between cars 

“and vehicles weighing two and one-half tons 


or more. The counters also noted whether 
the vehicles were headed north or south, 
and the nature of the heavy traffic (‘‘one 
school bus; one Jocal truck’’). 

The results showed Dascomb Road as the 
busiest of the four streets. On Oct. 27, the 
DPW employees counted a total of 5,946 
vehicles, including 5,668 cars and 278 heavy 
vehicles. Truck traffic amounted to 4.6 per- 
cent of the total. 


Dascomb was also the most consistently 
busy street. The heaviest car traffic was 
counted from roughly 6:30 to 8:30 a.m. and 
2:30 to 5:30 p.m., with a peak of 439 cars at 
about 3:30 p.m. Car traffic was slowest at 


9:30 a.m. with 102 cars. Heavy vehicle traf- 


fic came by at an almost steady pace: 15 at 
7 a.m., 13 at 12:30, 20 at 2:30 p.m., 10 at 5 


p.m. 

Traffic was counted on Clark Road north 
of Andover Street on Oct. 26. A total of 2,797 
vehicles were seen, 2,643 of them cars and 
154, or 5.5 percent, heavier traffic. Car 
traffic was busiest between 6:30 and &:30 
a.m. and 3 to 5 p.m., with-the highest 
number of cars, 215, driving by at 4:30 p.m. 
Truck traffic was heaviest from 8 to 9 a.m. 
and 2 to 3 p.m.; the top number of trucks 
was 16 at 3 p.m. 

Andover Street traffic was counted north 
of Clark Road on Oct. 26. Rush hour for both 
cars and trucks was roughly 6:30 to 8 a.m. 
and 3 to 5 p.m.; the highest number of cars 
(191) was seen at 3:30 p.m., and of trucks 


(10), at 7 a.m. and 2 p.m. Totals were 1,978 
cars and 105 trucks, with trucks amounting 
to 5 percent of the 2,083 total. 

On Lovejoy Road, where the count was 
taken on Oct. 27, trucks accounted for 3.9 
percent of the 2,003 total — 1,925 cars were 
counted, and 78 trucks. Most cars passed by 
from 7:30 to 8:30 a.m. and 3 to 5 p.m., with 
the highest number (148) counted at 3:30 
p.m. Truck traffic was also heaviest from 
about 6:30 to 8:30 a.m. and 3 to 5:30 p.m., 
with the highest number (nine) counted at 
8:30 a.m. 

Selectmen ordered the traffic count to 
help them gain a better understanding of 
industrial traffic problems in town.

Planners Set Controls 
On New Road Alignment 


As of this week, the Planning Board is 
putting local developers on notice: From 
now on, proposed developments must not 
adversely affect existing roadways — or 
they may be denied on that basis. 

The planners voted unanimously to 
amend ther subdivision rules and regula- 
tions Tuesday night, adding a new item to 
the section on streets, location and align- 

. ment. 

That new section states the board’s intent 
that ‘‘a proposed development not overly 
strain the capacity of existing or planned 
public ways so as to result in traffic conges- 
tion and safety problems.”’ 

In the future, the board will ‘consider the 
adequacy of public ways adjacent to or 
providing access to a proposed devel- 
opment,” according to the amendment. 

Director of Community Development and 
Planning Jonathan Gilmore said yesterday 
that developments like the Waterford Place 
subdivision on Pole Hill stirred the plan- 
ners’ interest in controlling problems on 
existing streets. The new Pole Hill Drive is 
located off Tewksbury Street, a narrow and 
winding Ballardvale roadway. 

By approving the new amendment, the 
planning board is ‘‘advising those who come 
before the board that the board is within its 
rights to look at’’ the effect a new devel- 
opment may have on existing streets, Gil- 
more said, ‘‘and can deny definitive plans 
on that basis.”’ 

The burden will fall to the planners — and 
to abutters who may oppose a proposed 
subdivision — to provide ‘‘solid evidence’

effect traffic and safety on nearby streets, 
the director added. 

“The big issue is, when a subdivision is 
proposed which would strain the adequacy 
of an existing roadway, to what extent is it 
a private responsibility and to what extent 
is it a public responsibility to do something 
about the inadequacy?’’ Gilmore explained. 

The planners voted to approve the new 
amendment after a half-hour discussion 
Tuesday night. Although a public hearing 
was called, no tewnspeople were present, 
Gilmore indicated.

Neal said he was not opposed to early 
releasefrom classes for seniors, but sug- 


~ gested that something might be done ifi the 


future to get students involved in commu- 
nity service. 

“BUCKET APPROACH:” 

Schoolmen went on record of supporting 
the concept of centralized maintenance and 
approved the “bucket approach’ on how 
town and school money should be divided, 
according to Neal. 

The ‘‘bucket approach’’ would add all 
town and school revenues into one total. 
Fixed expenses would be deducted from 
that total. Central maintenance would be 
established to care for all town and school 
property. Funding for this would also come 
from total revenues. The left-over amount 
would be divided between the town and 
schools based upon 56 percent school and 44 
percent town budget shares. Revenues spe- 
cified by law for town or school use only 
would not be pooled. 

REUSE: 

The committee favors reuse of East Ju- 
nior High and would endorse the method of 
funding least detrimental to town finances, 
according to Neal. He said no particular 
proposal was endorsed, since some school- 
men wish to see more details on the propo- 
sals. 

BUDGET: 

The school committee consensus is that 
items included in next year’s budget should 
be funded in a quality fashion, rather than 
allotting some monies for everything, 
according to Neal, who said that approach 
may lead to tough decisions in the future. 
The chairman noted the school committee 
has heard many reports of shortages of 
equipment and supplies. 

GUIDANCE COUNSELOR: 

Schoolmen Neal and Giammusso ex- 
plained that while money isn’t available at 
the moment.to fund an additional guidance 
counselor position, the matter should be 
viewed again in the future. Assistant Super- 
intendent Charles Mitsakos reported to Sei- 
fert in a letter stating that while a junior 
high counselor is a high priority, no funds 
are available for an additional position. The 
only area of unexpended balance is in the 
substitute teacher account, but reducing 
that amount to hire a counselor ‘‘could 
result in a budget deficit and our inability to 
cover the equivalent of 428 substitute teach- 
er days,”’ according to Mitsakos. 

PROGRAM REVIEWS: 

The science program review featured 
audience and school committee partici- 
pation in using ‘Mr. O,” a learning tool 
fourth graders might use. Little plastic 
figures were distributed for use in doing 
class work, in which objects and direction 
are described in reference to the position- 
ing of ‘“‘Mr. 0.” 

In preparing the science review, these 
elements of the curriculum as well as oth- 
ers were viewed; the continuum and its 
implementation; nature and effectiveness 
of teaching materials and learning activ- 
ities; success of the program, methods of 
monitoring student progress; supervising 
and coordination of program. 

The social studies review notes that the 
curriculum is in the process of ‘‘self-eval- 
uation, re-structuring and renewal.’’ Scope 
and sequence, what is taught, competencies 
students should develop and more are being 
examined. Special curriculum projects, 
such as the United Nations course and the 
process of aging, are underway.

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Revemer pai ughes, who Sis es at 22

ting up new poles. It would be a shame to 
cut those trees — it takes $6 many years for 
trees to grow.” 

Blake Vance of 14 Riverina Road added, 
“T want to see the trees maintained, for 
aesthetic reasons, and for erosion reasons. 
I need a better explanation from the elec- 
tric company of their reasons. I think it 
should be clear why these decisions are 
made.” 

(Bamford said he did not believe remov- 
ing the trees would creaté erosion problems 


along the river, because there is ‘‘so much 
other vegetation there.’’) 


The tree superintendent told the neigh- 
bors he would forward their comments to 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony, who has 
the authority to turn down the proposal. 
Bamford said the manager could make his 
decision as early as next week. 

If the manager decides to support the 
electric company’s plan, however, he will 
have to bring the matter before the select- 
men, Bamford said. ‘‘Only the selectmen 
can give permission to cut.”’ 

And if the selectmen allow the tree re- 
moval, the trees will not be cut down for at 
least a year, he added. ‘ 

The threatened trees are, for the most 
part, from 40 to 60 years old, Bamford 
estimated, although some are much young- 
er and smaller. He said he believes the 
American Woolen Company planted most of 
them when Shawsheen Village was created 
as a company community during the early 
1920s. 

Salamone said the neighbors learned 
about the proposal through public notices 
printed in the TOWNSMAN and posted on 
each of the 13 trees. They met with Public 
Works Director Robert McQuade last week- 
end to discuss the plans. 

Should the matter come before the select- 
men, larger numbers of Shawsheen resi- 
dents can be expected to fight it, he said. 

‘These are all healthy, fully mature, very 
beautiful trees,’’ Salamone explained. ‘‘To 
remove them would change the streetscape 
substantially. It would take a generation or 
two for those trees to grow.

Male Diners Tip Higher, Says. Survey 


Male diners are better tippers, eat 
breakfast and lunch faster, and have more: 
fun eating out than do women. 

B. Brody Seating Company, Chicago, 
manufacturer of contract dining furniture, 
undertook this survey to obtain a better 
idea of trends in the restaurant industry 
and to garner facts which might be rele- 
vant to the design of dining furniture. 

The survey was conducted among 200 
members selected at random from the 
National Restaurant Association mem- 
bership, with proportional representation 
from all 48 continental states. 

Some statistics on respondents: 

1. Seventy-four percent characterize 
themselves as family service, medium- 
check; 17% say they're white-cloth. high- 
check types; and 9% say they're fast food 
and carry-out places. 

2. The sample says 17% of their reve- 
nues come from breakfast, 30% from lun- 
cheon. and 53% from dinner. 

3. The average restaurant in the sample 
redecorates (paints or washes) every 2.5 
years. while it completely remodels and 
refurnishes every 5.7 years. 

4. The sample says 54% of customers 
prefer to sit in side chairs (not arms), 30% 
like arm chairs. 6 like swivel chairs, and 
10% prefer booths. 

Some conclusions. , 

1. Dining out involved companionship, 
even at breakfast. Most people eat with 
two persons or more: 38% with two mor 
more at breakfast. 48% at lunch, 57% at 


2. Most dining patrons (47% to 59%) 
prefer to sit at tables rather than in booths 
or at the counter. _ 

3. Anywhere from 54% to 61%. of diners 
are men. 

4. Men spend less time at dinner (1 hour 
35 minutes vs. 1 hour 30 minutes). 

5. Breakfast averages $1.12 in price, 
luncheons $1.70 and dinners $3.95. Lun- 
cheons and dinners are higher-priced at 
private parties in the same restaurants. 


same over the past year. 
6. Men tip consistently higher than wom- 
en: 13% vs. 9% at breakfast, 14% vs. 10% 


at lunch. and 15% vs. 12% at dinner. 

7. Tastes in foods vary between men and 
women. At breakfast, over two-thirds of 
men prefer eggs with some form of break- 
fast meat (bacon, sausage, ham), while 
almost half of the women prefer rolls or 
toast. At luncheon beef is preferred by the 
men, while the women want salads. At 


while the same number of women prefer 
seafood. 

8. Men and women see almost eye-to-eye 
on the ordering od dessert; only about a 


quarter to a third do so. Pies are the, 


preferred luncheon dessert for those men 
who do order, and they’re also the leading 
favorite with women. At dinner, pies lead 
with men, but women prefer ice cream. 

9. Where drinks are available, the men 
will outdrink the women: 1.5 vs. 1.1 cock- 
tails at lunch, 2.5 vs. 1.5 cocktails at din- 
ner 

10. Cash is the preferred method of 
paying for a meal. 95% at breakfast, 89% 
at luncheon, 84% at dinner. 

The word ‘‘tips’’ is said to have origi- 
nated from the first letters of the phrase 
‘to insure prompt service.’’ Since most 
tipping is done after the service has been 
performed, it would appear toreward rath: 
er than to insure good service. 


~ But why should tipping be a prerequisite 


for being served promptly and courteous- 
ly? Frankly. I do not think that it is. 
Rather, I believe that the custom must 
have originated as a sort of status symbol 


on the part of the served to demonstrate 
their ability to pay for special treatment. 

For many years, waitresses, waiters, 
bellboys and other service employees in 
many large hotels, restaurants and clubs 
not only worked for their tips, alone but 
actually paid for the privilege of working. 
With the advent of the minimum wage 


laws, this custom was abolished.

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Dining Out Could Save You Money | «© 


e Dining out can be significantly cheaper 
than preparing and eating the same meal at 
home,”’ says Professor Lee Kreul of Purdue 
University’s School of Consumer and Fami- 
ly Sciences. “‘In fact, it can be as much as 
92 per cent cheaper in some cases.”’ 

Kreul’s statement is based on a recently 
completed study evaluating the cost dy- 
namics of home vs. restaurant dining com- 
missioned by the Time Out Institute. 


One role most women continue to domi- 
nate is that of meal planner-preparer with 
total food budgeting and expenditure re- 
sponsibilities. ‘We wanted to know if mak- 
ing a meal from scratch was still the most 
economical and practical means of feeding 
her family,”’ cornmented Kreul. ‘‘So many 
aspects of women’s lives and family struc- 
ture have changed, we felt certain tradi- 


tional meal economics may oe have 
changed also.” 


Kreul’s assumption proved correct. His 
study compared eight different dining situa- 
tions for both sandwich and fried chicken 
meal prepared at home and purchased by 
four different sized families. Every at- 
tempt was made to duplicate the restaurant 
meal in the home as closely as possible. 

The study confirmed the smaller the fam- 
ily unit, the greater the savings realized by 
opting for the restaurant meal. In fact, a 
single person could save as mush as 92 
percent by eating a chicken dinner out ver- 
sus preparing a similar meal at home. 


As families continue to decrease in size 
and change in structure, the option to dine 
out is even more an economic value, Kreul 
stresses. The Bureau of Census reports 
family unit size decreased from 3.14 per- 
sons in 1970 to 2.78 in 1979...a figure ex- 
pected to drop to 2.5 by 1980. 

“Our study clearly shows that a restau- 


rant’s ability to inexpensively produce a 
meal at a lower unit cost is due to the large 
volume of meals served daily. As family 
sizes decease, the restaurant economy of 
scale naturally makes it far more ecpensive 
for the home chef to produce a low unit cost 
meal, Kreul summarizes. 

Kreul’s study disproved the common as- 
sumption ‘‘made from scratch meals” are 
always less expensive. Findings also sharp- 
ly contradicta recent USDA study which 
compared raw food costs of a hamburger 
meal at home with the same meal’s menu 
price in a fastfood restaurant. The USDA 
concluded the homemade meal to be a clear 
cost savings. 


“The USDA study isn’t realistic,” char- 
gesKreul. ‘‘It is a narrow view to compare 
just the food price and totally disregardoth- 
er costs incurred in home food preparation 
— preparer’s time, service, clean-up, kitch- 


en facility and utility use costs. These va- 
riable costs are all included, plus profit in 
the restaurant’s menu price and should be 
taken into consideration in any price com- 
parison research.”’ 

Studies generally, and wrongly, overlook 
the cost of a homemaker’s meal planning, 
preparation and service time. Other house- 
hold costs, such as gas and electricity or 
range maintenance, related to each meal, 
have also increased. Kreul points out, ‘‘A 
woman’srising opportunity cost of time, or 
the value she places on her uncommitted 
time, has given rise to an age of conve- 
nience foods and more frequent meals out.”’ 

More than 50 percent of all adult females 
now work, according to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor statistics. ‘‘Double incomes 
and hectic lifestyles have all been instru- 
mental in reducing her willingness to cook 
and have increased the practicality of din- 
ing out,’’ Kreul notes. 


How Much To Tip? That’s A Touchy Question! 


You've just finished a superb meal in a 
leading Parisian restaurnat. As the obse- 
quious waiter hovers at your right elbow 
and the wine steward smiles encouraging- 
ly on the left, you wonder nervously how 
much of a tip they expect — how much, in 
other words, to enable a dignified retreat 
from the premises. 

The question of tips is a touchy one. On 
the one hand, too small a tip may create a 
scene at the worst. At the least there is the 

_spectre of an indignant servant in your 


wake. 

Then, there is the nightmare when you 
tip someone what you thought was a de- 
cent, but not overgenerous amount for 
some trifling service to have the fellow 
immediately bow down to kiss the shoes, 
or do some equally effusive thing. You 
know you did something wrong as the 
recipient stammers his heartfelt thanks — 
but how much?Then we have a real prob- 
lem. If the service is inadequate and you 
don’t want to tip — don't.

Or leave a token tip. Some folks. have 
little signs they leave in restaurants and 
hotel rooms thanking the recipient for 
services rendered, and adding ‘‘sorry, but 
tipping is against my principles.” 


There are pros and cons on this one, and 
a rule of thumb could be based on what 
kind of wages the servant receives. If the 
person works only for tips — and some do, 
then give a tip. If service is excellent, be 
generous. Where a living wage is paid 


anyway, think in terms of how good the 
service was, and tip accordingly. Tips are 
a way of life in most of the world, and th 
well-greased palm is the one on which the 
system turns. Some balance between no 
tips and too liberal a tip is desired. 


Coming to the rescue on tipping is a new 
TWA pamphlet called ‘‘Tipping.”’

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The history of public eating service is 
probably as ancient as the Old Testament, 
which frequently refers to inns. 

‘Restaurant’ has its origin in the Latin 
root word, ‘restaurare,’ which means, ‘to 
restore.’ In the 16th century, this Latin root 
word was applied to a spicy broth and 
called a ‘restorative beverage.’ 

Later it was applied to other ‘restorative’ 
foods, especially gravy, soups, bouillions 
and similar preparations. 

The honor for creating the first ‘business- 
men’s lunch’ apparently belongs to Segius 
Locates, A Roman innkeeper in 50 B.C. He 
devised the feature for ship brokers who 
were too busy to go home. 

Some authorities claim that the ‘medi- 
eval’ history of the restaurant industry be- 
gan during the French Revolution in 1789, 
when hiding aristocrats were fed in secret 
by their servants. These rendezvous be- 
came known to other aristocrats, who were 
willing to pay a small charge for well- 
cooked meals. 


in ancient times, there were places for 
public eating roughly similar to our restau- 
rants. Before the dawn of civilization, when 
people began making their homes in one 
place and occasionally traveling away from 
home — as distinguished from nomads, who 
had no real homes — they needed a place to 
eat and sleep enroute. Thus, early restau- 
rants were usually in conjunction with 
sleeping accommodations. 

Inns, hotels and monasteriesof Europe 
served this function up to the 17th century. 
In Chaucer’s Canterbury,pilgrims used to 


gather prior to their journeys to the shrine 
of St.Thomas A. Beckert to dine and revel. 
They also held innersthere after they re- 
turned, at which time the best teller of 
stories during the pilgrimmage was re- 
warded with a free meal and feted. This 
was the idea of the inn host, Barry Baileu, 
who went along on the trip to judge the best 
tales. 

In England, commoners had patronized 
eating places called ‘ordinary’ as far back 
as 1577. These were taverns which served 


only at specified meal times— usually be- 
tween one and four o'clock. 


& 

A noted ordinary frequented by literary 
figures in the 17th century was the Castle 
Ordinary. It burned down in 1666 and was 
rebuilt as Dolly’s Chop House. The latter 
gained reknown when ‘Dolly’ introduced 
pretty serving aides instead of waiters. 


Dolly’s Chop Housewas famed for choice 
of beefsteaks and ales. Fielding, Defoe, 
Swift, Dryden, Pope, Gainsborough and 
Handel were steady customers of this Chop 
House. 


When coffee was introduced to Europe, 
the restaurant function was taken over by 
coffee houses which were popular in En- 
gland from the 17th century on. In France, 
the ‘Cafe’ (coffee) arose. The first English 
coffee house was in St. Michaels Alley, 
Cornhill, owned by a Greek named Pasqua 
Rosee, who was the first to teach the meth- 
od of roasting coffee and to introduce it in 
England.

Silverware Designed In England 


For centuries, England was a world lead- 
er in manufacturing silver. 

The British aristocracy encouraged the 
design and production of magnificent gold 


and silver tableware, flatware, lighting de- _ 


vices and objects of vertu. 

Laws strictly contolled silversmiths and 
governed silver content with elaborate 
methods of identification under the direc- 
tion of the Goldsmiths Company. 

During the colonial period of our history, 
the austere life here and the demands of 
establishing homes in the wilderness dis- 
couraged the development of the American 
silversmith. For this reason, silver of our 
colonial period is extremely rare and valu- 
able. 

Not subject to the laws of the English 
Guild, American silver was generally in- 
dentified by the maker’s name alone. 

Much of the work of colonial silversmiths 
was devoted to supplying church silver. 
They closely followed traditional British 
design, except. in New York, where the 
Dutch incluence was felt. 

By 1830, the industrial revolution affected 
silversmiths, as well as other craftsmen. 


tion: Venite and me omnesque stomacho 
laboratis et ego restaurabo vos — ‘‘Come to 
me al whose stomachs cry out in anguish, 
and | shall restore you.” 


At this time, the words, COIN, PURE 
COIN or WARRENTED, were used to indi- 
cate that the metal used was .990 pure —the 
same quality as coin from the U.S. mint. 

As our country grew, American smiths 
became more dominant in the field of pro- 
ducing fine silver articles. In the 1850's, our 
silver manufacturers began classifying sil- 
ver with the indentifiation, STERLING, 
signifying it as .925 part silver and .075 
other metals. 

Thus most silver marked, COIN, PURE 
COIN or WARRENTED, was manufac- 
tured between 1830 and 1850. Although it 
varies slightly in silver content, generally it 
contains about .900 parts silver. It also 
frequentlytly appears lighter in weight and 
more fragile than STERLING. 

The years before 1830 were the golden 
years of hand craftsmanship. The name of 
the maker, if identified on your silver, may 
greatly affect its value. 

Before hastening to sell your COIN silver, 
it might be well to seek the advice of a 
qualified dealer in antique silver. In some 
cases, antique and artistic value will far 
exceed the value of silver content alone.
